“Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘By be^ 
longing to the Grade IV of the General Cadre, or 
Grade If of the Cypher Sub-Cadre or Grade IT of 
the Stenographers Sub-Cadre who, on the 1st Janu-

(ix) Upto a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date is a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
Origin from Burma and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st June, 1963;
